The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art to Yamada et al. Patent No. 4,829,105 discloses the 
modification of an alcoholic hydroxyl group-containing epoxy resin by introducing side 
chains via reaction with a lactone, cyclic ether or lactam (col. 4, lines 49-53). 
The claimed (poly)(acyl)ethyleneimine side chains Y of the comb-shaped epoxy resin of 
formula (1 ) of claims 1 -6 is not recited, nor are the methods of preparation of 
claims 7-13 involving the substitution of the secondary hydroxyl group of the epoxy resin 
with an alkyl or aryl sulfonyloxy group and cationic polymerization of a monomer. 

European Patent Nos. 186,523 and 758,662 cited in the Information Disclosure 
Statement set forth the reaction of an epoxy resin with a polyalkyleneimine and N-alkyl 
or aryl-substituted aziridines such as ethylene or propylene imine, respectively. 
However, the claimed comb structure of formula (1) and method of preparation by 
substitution of the secondary hydroxyl group with an alkyl or aryl sulfonyloxy group are 
not recited.
